Agents reported the jail, a two-story building, was completely dark and, 
although they repeistedly tried to arouse someone, their efforts were to 
no avail. Agents then tried locating the sheriff at his home but could 
locate no one there.

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ASAC Halter, Memphis, called to advise that Chief 
Police Thomas Herrod, Winona, Mississippi, has furnished the 
following information, f 


At 10:00 a.m. 6-9-63 Herrod received a call from 
Staley *s Cafe in the bus terminal at Winona to the effect that 
there were Negroes in the cafe. He proceeded to Staleys where 
he found 10 Negroes, Chief Herrod states that he informed the 
Negroes that they could not be served and asked them to leave. 
Some of them left but then started back inside and a group of 
five or six white persons who were standing nearby made comments 
indicating that there would possibly be trouble. 

Chief Herrod thereupon arrested Fanny Hummer and the 
other five victims (Guyot not included) and took them to jail 
where they resisted being placed in jail and it was necessary 
to use some force sin order to lock them up. The Chief denied 
that any of the victims suffered injury. They were charged with 
resisting arrest and disorderly conduct. 

All but one of the six victims arrested at the 
restaurant pled guilty in City Court, Winona, 6-11-63, The sixth 
one was convicted. Mayor Billingsley fined each $100 and all 
have been returned to jail since the fines have not been paid. 



Chief Herrod also stated that victim Guyot came to 
see him Sunday afternoon after the other six victims were 
arrested and asked to speak to the Mayor. Guyot was informed 
that the Mayor was not available and that he should wait until 
Monday whereupon Guyot allegedly began? cur sing Chief Herrod and 
made Statements to the effect that he would get even with the Chief.

Herrod then took Guyot into custody and he 
resisted arrest, however, Chief Herrod denies that 
Guyot was injured. Guyot was charged with resisting 
arrest and disorderly conduct but a letter subsequently 
was found on his person which made mention of a killing 
and Guyot was also charged with suspicion of murder. He 
is to have a hearing on the afternoon of 6-11-63, 

Results of interview with victims were not 
yet available as it was necessary for the Agents to 
contact Chief Herrod first in order to gain access to 
the victims. The victims were in the process of being 
interviewed and details will be fos^arded to the Bureau 
as quickly as possible. No further details were 
available to Halter at this time.

1. Halter was advised that in addition to 
forwarding full details of interviews with the victims 
as well as. Chief Herrod, the person at Staley’s Cafe 
who made the complaint is to be thoroughly interviewed 
and they are also to obtain details concerning the 
letter which Guyot allegedly had that made reference 
to a killing.

Mr* Guyot was then taken into the courthouse^ possib]fe^to 
the offic e of the Sheriff. 'Two Mssissippi Highway Patrolmen, named 
I b id Basinger* were present and in uniform. Patrolmen 


and Basinger beat Mr. Guyot With black billy clubs azid kicked him in 
the presence of the Chief of Police, the Jailer, possibly two local 
police officers and approximately eight additional white people, 
identities of whom are unicnown to Mr. Guyot. During the beating a 
city police officer drew his pistol and tripped the hammer twice but 
did not point the pistol at Mr, Guyot. The beating lasted approximately 
one hour and thirty minutes but Mr« Guyot states he lost all sense of 
time. 


Ihiring the beating a letter was fotmd on Mr. Guyot*s person. 
The words 'Mlled in the car '’ appear in the letter, which is now in the 
possession of local authorities, Mr* Guyot received this letter 
Saturday nig^t, JUne 8, 1963, from a Negro male whose identity is 
unknown, in Greenwood, Mssissippi, and believes that this letter was 
written by a member of the Student Hon^ Violent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC). Although Mr. Guyot claims he cannot read the letter because of 
poor penmanship, he stated he was to rewrite the letter and turn it over 
to local officers, the FBI and the Justice Department. 


After the beating Mr. Guyot w^ talcen to Jail at Carrollton, 
Mississippi, by the Chief of Police, Winona, and by the Winona police 
officer who tripped the hammer of his pistol twice while Mr. Guyot was 
being beaten in the courthouse. He was not molested while in the 
Carrollton Jail# 


On the afternoon of June 10, 1963, Mr. Guyot was contacted 
in the Carrollton Jail by a person who identified himself by presenting a 
small gold badge and stating he was an FBI Agent. This person asked 
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Mr. Ctofot tuitod the Chief of JP«dto* wlniher the oherfee would be drwed 
If he ihPMd Uie ahere etoteiitoet* He Chief told him toe retoMiiig enwet aad 
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investigation for murder charges would be dropped but the ^sturbtng 
the peace charge would not be dropped. tiVhile the latter statement 
was made Mr. Guyot and the Chief were in the Sheriff’s Office alcme. 
Thereafter, an unidentified individual returned to the room and kicked 
Mr. Guyot on the flank on the right side and told Mr, Guyot ’’you have 
Just earned yourself a long trip to Whitfield and Farchman. It will be 
a long time before you see ^e sun. ” 

Mr. Guyot was returned to the County uail l?ir the Chief of 
Folice and One of the city officers. 




At approximately 10:30 p* m, , June 10. 1063 . one 


gave Mr. Guyot a physical emmination. | | inquired as to the 

source of the bruises and scars and as to his age, Mr, GiQrot told the 


doctor he did not care to make a statement at that time. The doctor wfus 
with Mr. Guyot approximately twenty minutes. After the doctor completed 
the examination, Mr. CKiyot was dressed and was taken outside of the Jail 
by the Jailer where he was coiifronted by a crowd of white people. 

Mr. Guyot was returned to the Jail without being abused. 


On being returned to the Jail, photographs were taken of 
Mr. Guyot by a person he believes to be the Sheriff. Fatrolman Basinger 
also tQ<& phot(^raphs of Mr. Guyot* AH photographs were taken with 
Mr* Guyot clothed. 

Mr. Guyot stated he would not furnish a signed statement as 
long as he was in that county. Winona is in Mon^omery County » Mississippi. 


Thomas Herrod, Chief of Police, Winona, Mssissippi, was 
interviewed on June 11, 1963, concerning this matter. Chief Herrod 
advised that in response to a call he had proceeded to Staley’s Cafe, 
located next to the bus station, Winona, Mississippi, at about 10:00 a. m, 
V on June 9, 1963, regarding an aileged #sturbance. Upon arrival he saw 
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a group of Negroes in the cfde* He informed them that they could not 
be served and instructed them to leare the cafe. Several wldte men were 
in the vicinity of the door Of the cafe and told Chief Herrod that if he 
did not handle the matter regarding the Negroes that they would. 

Chief Herrod said he took sia of the Negroes into custody to 
prevent trouble. Mississippi ilighway Patrolman John Basinger and 
Sheriff £, W. Patridge, who had arrived on the scene;, assisted him 
in the arrest. The six Negroes were transported to the Montgomery 
County Jail, Wihoim, where they were booked for disorderly condict. 
Chief Herrod said they were also booked for resisting arrest as they 
would not enter the cells when ordered to do so and it was necessary to 
use force to get them in the cells. Chief Herrod denied that any brutality 
was used* 

lAwrence Guyot came to the Montgomery C^nty Courtimuse 
at appro^dmately 3:00 p.m. on June 9, 1063, and inquired ^ to, 
charges against the Heroes and if th# cdUM foe released. on bond. 

Chief Herrod told him that due to the unavailability of the mayor nothing 
could be done until Monday morniUg, June 10, 1963. After staifing to 
leave, Guyot, according to CMef Herrod, returned and started to curse 
Chief Herrod and make threats. Cldef Herrod then took <6uyot into 
custody and with the assistmice of Winona Police Depaii^ment Patfolmah 
Bill SurreU tiarisported him to Hte Carrollton Jail, Carrollton, 
Mississippi, as he said the Montgomery County Jail, Wkiom, was full. 

Guypl Was left in the Cari^llton Jail until late afternoon, 

June 10, 1963, at' which time he was returned to the Mbnigomery County 
Jail and booked for disorderly conduct, resisting arrest and investigation 
for murder.' The latter charge Was based on a letter found in GUyot's 
possession relating to a killing. The letter is indistinct and Chief Herrod 
is still attempting to determine me significance of the letter. It should 
be noted that Guiyot, who is a college graduate, has said that he could not 
read the letter die to the poor penmanship. 
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All victims with the exoe;^lon of Ga^ot appeared in City Court, 
Winona, on the morning of June 11, 1963, charged with disorderly conduct 
and resisting arrest. When it was determined that vietlm Johnson was 
only fifteen years of age no charges were placed against her. With the 
exception of Johnson, all victims pleaded guilty and were fhmd $100. 
Victim James West advised that he and other members of SNCC were not 
represented by counsel at the hearing before Mayor BiUlngsley. He said 
he did not request to be represented by counsel and stated Hiat he had 
s^ned a statement in the presence of the Chief of Police to tha ^ect that 
he was not mistreated at any time by anyone. 

The man who reportedly identified himseH to Mr. Guyot as 
an FBI Agent on June 10^ 1963, was not an FBI Agent. Every effort is 
being made to identify this individual and to determine if there has been 
a violation in this regard/ 

The investigation of this matter is being vigorously pursued 
and the Civil Eights Diviidon will continue to be advised of developments 
on a current basis.

aggravated nature of the violation. He was assured that our 
investigation would be expedited. He asked to be kept 
informed of developments.

he was waiting for a call from the Chief of Police in Greenwoo<|f | 
Mississippi. He did not explain what connection the Chief of / f 
Police in Greenwood had with this case. / 


While the Agents were in Chief Herrod ’ s of fice, h e fa 

was called by a man believed to be an attorney named I I who 

apparently was Inquiring about arranging cash bail for all 
victims. Chief Herrod told the Agents that the victims might 
be released on bail this afternoon. 

At about 10:30 this morning the jailer talked privately 
to Chief Herrod and the Chief then explained to. the Agents that 
an air-conditioned room would be provided in the courthouse for 
the interviews and that the victims would be brought to the room 
one at a time. It is noted that the prior interviews took place 
in an interview room in the jail. Halter said the Agents were 
highly suspicious that the room being provided in the courthouse 
may have been planted with microphones because it appeared that 
they had been stalled while a room was being prepared and because 
of the susplcous manner of Herrod. The Agents were making further 
efforts to secure the use of the interview room in the jail. 

Halter was instructed that the interviews should be 
conducted in the jail if possible and that if the victims are 
released on bail they should, of course, be immediately . 

interviewed but that no interview should be conducted in the ^ ^

5, Identify and interview all persons present at the Trailways 
Terminal when the victims were arrested and transported to the county 
jail. In particular, identify and interview "a young man" with a 
"crew cut" who is reported by Mrs. Hamer as riding in the front seat 
with Sheriff Partridge when she was driven ;»to the county ^jail. All 
identify and interview the city patrolmen as wea£C-aSi2 
enforcement officers.

7. Make a floor plan of the county Jail showing the location 
of the cells in which the victims were held, interview rooms, etc. 

8. Obtain and preserve all pertinent physical evidence in 
possession of victims, such as blood stained, torn clothing, broken 
jewelry, etc. 

9. Identify and interview the driver and other passengers 
aboard the Trailways bus on which the victims arrived in Winona. 

They should be questioned regarding the demeanor and conduct of the 
victims en route to Winona as well as any knowledge they may have of 
the events at the terminal.

On June 10, 1963^ the Civil Rights Division of 
the Department of Justice advised that information had 
been received by the Department of Justice at Washington, 

D. C., to the effect that representatives of the Student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), Greenwood, 
Mississippi, were arrested at Winona, Mississippi, on 
June 9, 1963# after they attempted to use the facilities 
of the Trailways Bus Terminal located at Winona, Mississippi. 
The Department of Justice stated that the arrests were 
made by local authorities and the individuals involved were 
charged with Disorderly Conduct and Resisting Arrest. The 
persons arrested at the Bus Terminal were identified as 
Rosie Mary Freeman, Fannie Lou Hamer, June Elizabeth Johnson, 
Annell Ponder, Euvester Simpson, and James Harold West. 

The Department advised that victim Lawrence Guyot was arrested 
on June 9# 19^3^ also, at the Montgomery County, Mississippi, 
Sheriff *s Office after making inquiry abodt the others. 

The Department of Justice requested investigation bylhe 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in order that it might be 
determined whether or not the civil rights of those arrested 
were violated.

EARL WAYNE PATRIDGE, ET AL , 


Lawrence Thomas tJuyot, Jr., 403 Pelican 
Street, Greenwood, MissiS^ppl, advised on June 11, 
1963> that he had been contacted on June 9# 1963, 
at Greenwood, Mississippi, and was advised that several 
members of the SNCC had been arrested at Winona, 
Mississippi. Guyot stated he immediately drove to 
Winona, Mississippi, to ascertain the reasons for 
the arrests of the SNCC people. Guyot advised 
that he went to the ^Montgomery County, Mississippi, 
Courthouse in Winona where he met the Chief of 
Police of the Winona Police Department. Guyot 
stated that when he asked about the bonds and 
charges with respect to those arrested, he was told 
by the Chief of Police to leave town. He stated he 
then left the Courthouse and on the sidewalk in 
front of the Courthouse encountered another officer 
wearing a blue uniform. The officer arrested him 
and he was returned to the Montgomery County Court- 
house, Guyot advised that he wbb taken to the Sheriff's 
Office in the Courthouse and while there was beaten 
with billy clubs by the officers present. He stated 
that when he raised his arm to ward off the blows, 
he fell to the floor where the officers continued to 
hit him with clubs, and also kicked him several 
times. Guyot advised that one of the officers who 
was wearing a blue uniform took a gun from his 
holster and clicked it two times, although the gun 
was not pointed at him. Guyot stated that he lost 
all sense of time, however, also claimed that the 
beating lasted "one hour and thirty minutes." 

Guyot advised during the interview that 
after the beating, he v€b taken to the Carroll 
County Jail at Carrollton, Mississippi, where he 
was held until June 10, 19 ^ 3 * at which time he was 
returned to Winona, Mississippi. Guyot advised that 
Highway Patrolman Basinger (probably John L. Basinger, 
Mississippi Highway Safety Patrol (MHSP), stationed at 
Winona, Mississippi) attempted to get him to sign a 
statement which read, "I came to Winona oh Sunday, 

June 9, 1963, at which time I had trouble with the law, 
I was bruised when I fell out of ray car because I had 
been drinking the night before. The officers did not 
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attack me. I made this statement of my own free 
will." Guyot said he refused to sign this state- 
ment and was hit in the head by Basinger, Guyot 
advised that h e was examined on June 10, I 963 , by 

I Guyot was subsequently released from 
the Winona Jail. 


James Harold West. I H 

Mississippi, was Interviewed on June 11, I 963 . West 
advised that while returning to Greenwood, Mississippi, 
from Charleston, South Carolina, aboard a Trailways bus 
on June 9 * 19 ^ 3 » he was arrested at Winona, Mississippi. 
West stated that the bus arrived at Winona, Mississippi, 
at approximately 10:30 a. m., at which time he and several 
other members of the SNCC who were also aboard the bus 
entered the bus station restaurant. He stated that he 
and two of the others went into the lunch counter at 
the restaurant and sat down. Several minutes later 
two Individuals, one wearing the unifom of the 
Mississippi Highway Safety Patrol and the other wearing 
civilian clothes, however, was wearing a gun and 
carrying a night stick, approached them and told them 
to get out. West stated that he and the other two 
Negro female members of the SNCC left the restaurant. 

West went on to state that he and the dhers stood outside 
the restaurant for several minutes at which time one of 
the members suggested they get the tag number of the 
Highway Safety Patrol automobile which was parked near 
the restaurant. When one of the members had taken the 
license number, the Highway Patrolman came out of 
the restaurant and placed all of them under arrest. 

A fourth member who had remained on the bus then 
embarked and asked whether she should continue to 
Greenwood, at which time the Highway Patrolman placed 
her under arrest also. West stated that five members 
of the SNCC, including himself, were arrested at the 
restaurant and taken to the Jail in Winona, Mississippi. 
He stated that the other four were females.

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West went on to state that after his 
arrival at the jail, he ves placed in a cell. After 
being put in the cell, the Highway Patrolman told 
two Negro inmates of the jail to whip him. He stated 
that he stretched out on his bunk in the cell, face 
down, and the two inmates beat him with some type of 
instrument. He stated that during the beating he 
was hit on the back of the head and knocked unconscious. 
West went on to advise that on June 10, 1963* he was 
taken io the Sheriff's Office at the Montgomery County, 
Mississippi, Courthouse, in Winona, Mississippi, where 
he wrote out a statement which read: ”0n Sunday, June 
9, we went into a restaurant and was asked to leave. 
After we got to the door we started back and was 
arrested. We were brought to the jail and was not 
mistreated at any time by anyone. I signed this of 
ray own free will and accord,'' West stated that he 
signed the statement which he gave to the Chief of 
Police of the Winona City Police. 

West went on to state that on June 11, 1963 , 
he was taken to the City Hall, Winona, Mississippi, 
where he was charged with Disturbing the Peace and 
Resisting Arrest, He advised that his bond was set 
at $200 at that time. 

West was subsequently released from the 
Winona City Jail, 


Annell Ponder, 25 Burbank Drive, S.W., Atlanta, 
Georgia, advised on June 12, 1963 * that she was arrested 
at Winona, Mississippi, on June 9, I 963 * at the Trail- 
ways Bus Station. She stated that she was en route 
from Charleston, South Carolina, to Greenwood, Mississippi, 
by bus when the arrest occurred. Ponder advised that 
she was one of several members of the SNCC who entered 
the bus station restaurant at Winona and were ordered to 
leave by the Chief of Police of the Winona City Police 
and a Mississippi Hi^way Safety Patrolman. She stated 
that after being ordered out of the restaurat, she and 
the others stood in front of the cafe, at which time 
one of the SNCC members took down the license number 
of the Mississippi Highway Safety Patrol automobile 
parked nearby. After this had been done, the Chief of 
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Police told them they were all under arrest and 
she and the oth3:*s were taken to the Winona City 
Jail • 

Ponder went on to state that after arriving 
at the jail, she was questioned by several officers, 
one of whom was wearing a blue uniform. The officer 
in the blue uniform asked her if she did not have 
enough respect to say "Yes Sir.” Ponder stated that 
she did not answer him and the officer repeated the 
question. Ponder stated that she then answered, ”l 
don't know you this well,” She stated that she and 
the dhers were then put in cells in the Jail. 

Ponder said that while in the cell she 
believes she could hear sounds and screams coming 
from the office. She stated she was later removed 
from her cell and taken back to the office^where 
an officer in a blue uniform, while questioning her, 
hit her on the forehead with his fist. She stated 
that she raised her arm to ward off the second blow 
and was struck on the arm by the officer. She stated 
that the officers present attempted to make her say, 
"Yes Sir, " to them. When she refused she was struck 
on the head with a blackjack and fell to the floor. 
Ponder stated that while on the floor, she was hit 
again with the blackjack. When she refused to say 
"Yes Sir," she was struck severat.more times. Ponder 
estimated that she was hit for about four or five 
minutes. 


Ponder went on to state that on June 11, 1963> 
she appeared in Winona Court where she was charged 
with Disturbing the Peace and Resisting Arrest, 

She stated she has pled not guilty to these charges. 
She stated that bond of $200 was placed on her at 
that time . 


Ponder was subsequently released from 
the Winona City Jail,

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June Elizabeth Johnson, 317 Noel Street, 
Greenwood, Mississippi, was interviewed on June 12, 
1963. Johnson furnished substantially the same 
information regarding the circumstances of her 
arrest as that furnished by West and Ponder. In 
addition, Johnson advised that upon her arrival 
at the Winona Jail, she was put into a cell. She 
stated that in the cell she was slapped by a Highway 
Patrolman and she fell to the floor. While on the 
floor, she looked up and saw three white men kicking 
her. She stated that during this time she was also 
hit on the head with a club. Johnson advised that 
as a result of the hits, she had a cut lip and there 
was blood on her dress. She stated that the Highway 
Patrolman made her wash the dress. She stated that 
she was also told to write a statement which read, 

'‘I wasn't hurt at the bus station or the Jail and 
I am writing this of my own free will and without 
pressure." She advised that she wrote as directed 
and signed her name. 

Johnson stated that she went to the City 
Hall on June 11, 1963# at which time she was advised 
that she did not have to make a plea in court because 
she was I5 years of age. 


Rose Mary Freeman, I I 

I Mississippi, advised on June 12, 19^3^ 

that she had been arrested on June 9> 1963> at 
Winona, Mississippi, Freeman furnished basically 
the same information as the persons mentioned above 
regarding her arrest. She stated that after her 
arrival at the Jail, she was placed in a cell. In 
the cell she could hear noises which sounded like 
someone being hit. She stated that the ndse eventually 
stopped and June Johnson vfis brought into her cell. 

She stated after Johnson had been placed in the cell 
Ponder was removed and she could hear Ponder hollering 
and could hear noise which sounded like she was being 
struck. She stated that later officers came to the 
doorway of the cell and a Highway Patrolman started 
questioning her. She stated that the questions 
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concerned her activities in racial matters. During 
the questioning, one of the officers grabbed a 
scarf which she was wearing around her neck and pulled 
it. He also gave her a shove into a corner of the 
cell. 


Freeman advised that a third SNCC 
worker, a Mrs. Hamer, was also taken from the cell 
into the room and she again heard noises like 
someone being beaten. Freeman advised that she 
was not physically abused during the time she was 
at the Winona Jail. 


Euvester Simpson, | | 

Mississippi, advised on June 12, 1963* that she was 
arrested with other members of the SNCC at Winona, 
Mississippi, on June 9 , 1963. She furnished sub- 
stantially the same Information with respect to the 
circumstances of the arrest. 

Simpson advised that after her arrival at 
the jail, she was placed in a cell. She stated that 
several of the other women were removed from the 
cells and taken to a room and from the outcrlSs and 
the noises it sounded as if they were being beaten. 
Simpson stated that eventually an officer came to 
her cell and told her to come out. She vcb taken to a 
different cell which was occupied by two Negro men. 

She stated that she then made the statement, ”So I see 
they got you doing the dirty work." She stated that 
she then asked the two Negro men what she was supposed 
to do and was advised that she was to lay on the bunk 
in the cell. She pointed out that she believes the 
two men were inmates in the Jail. Simpson claims she 
then asked if she was to lay down on her stomach or 
her back and one of the men replied she could lay 
either way. She stated that the white man who took 
her from the cell was standing at the door of the cell 
during the conversation. At this point, the white man 
told her to come out of the cell and she was returned 
to the cell in which she had originally been placed. 
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Simpson advised that no one mistreated 
her at the jail and she did nob observe the others 
being mistreated, although she heard noises which 
sounded as if they were being mistreated. 

Simpson was subsequently released from 
the Winona Jail. 


Fannie Hamer was contacted at Rulevllle, 
Mississippi, on June 12 , 1963, at which time she 
advised that she did not desire to furnish any 
Infomation with respect to circumstances surrounding 
her arrest at Winona, Mississippi, on June 9 j 1963. 


The following persons, members of the Winona, 
Mississippi, Police Department; Montgomery County, 
Mississippi, Sheriff's Office; and the Mississippi High- 
way Safety Patrol, were contacted and requested to 
furnish Information regarding the circumstances and 
subsequent actions taken with respect to the arrest of the 
above persons. Each of these individuals advised that 
he did not desire to make any statements of furnish any 
information with respect to this matter.

Thomas J. Herod, Jr., Chief of Police, Winona, 
Mississippi, on June 11, 1963 , advised that on tie 
morning of June 9> 1963> he received a telephone call 
advising him that there was trouble at the restaurant 
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at the Trailways Bus Terminal at Winona. Chief Herod 
advised that he proceeded to the restaurant where he 
observed approximately ten Negroes in the cafe. He 
stated that three of these people were at one end of 
the cafe and he walked over and told them that "colored" 
persons were not served in the cafe. Chief Herod stated 
thBb these individuals then left the cafe. He advised 
that others were seated at the stools at the cafe counter. 

He stated that he also told these individuals that "colored" 
people were not served and they got up and went outside. 
Chief Herod advised that at this time Mississippi Highway 
Safety Patrolman John Basinger arrived at the cafe and he 
requested Basinger to assist him. He stated that the 
Negro people that he had ordered out of the cafe were 
milling around on the outside and he noticed one, later 
identified as Annell Ponder, take the license number 
from the Highway Patrol car. He stated that these 
individuals then started back toward the door of the 
cafe and were about to enter when an elderly man in the 
cafe, who was accompanied by several other white people, 
remarked to him, "If you can’t handle the situation 
concerning the Negroes, by God we can." 

Chief Herod stated he then took six of the 
Negroes into custody with the asslstance^FBasinger arid 
E. W, Patridge, Sheriff of Montgomery County, Mississippi. 

He stated that the individuals under arrest caused no 
trouble until they had arrived at the Jail, at which 
time they refused to enter the cells. He stated that 
it was necessary to use force in putting them in the 
cells. Chief Herod stated that no brutality was used, 
however, in placing these individuals in the cells. 

He advised that the persons arrested were charged with 
Disturbing the Peace and Resisting Arrest. 

Chief Herod advised that he made the arrests 
because he feared that a riot would ensue at the cafe 
between the Negroes and the whites if he did not take 
action.

Chief Herod went on to state that later on 
June 9 , 1963> he was contacted by one Law^^ence Guyot, 
a member of the SNCC, to which organization the arrested 
persons belonged. He stated that Guyot asked him about 
the charges which had been placed against the persons 
arrested and if anything could be done to get them oit 
of jail. He stated that he told Guyot that a hearing 
would be held on the following day which was Monday. 

Herod stated that Guyot then proceeded toward his car 
but before he reached his car he turned and came back 
toward him and started to curse and threaten him. 

Herod stated that he asked GUyot if he knew who he was 
talking to and Guyot replied that he did not care., who 
he was talking to. He stated he then placed Guyot 
under arrest. He stated that because the Montgomery 
County Jail was filled to capacity, Guyot was taken 
to the Carroll County Jail which is nearby. Chief 
Herod advised that all of the persons appeared before 
Mayor BILLINGSLEY of Winona, Mississippi, on June 11, 

1963 . All were charged with disturbing the peace 
a»d resisting arrest, with the exception of June Johnson 
who was discovered to be 15 years of age at that time.

traveling by bus from Charleston, S.C., where attended

at bus station. Four of the 6 Negroes allegedly physically 
abused. Victim GUYOT allegedly traveled from Greenwood, 
a Miss, , to Winona, Miss. , after learning of arrests of 6 
I victims and states he (GUYOT) was arrested and thereafter 
} physically abused in Winona. Preliminary investigation 
conducted after appropriate local heads of agencies 
advised of investigation. Mayor of Winona, Miss. , advised 
that victims «ST, SilPSON, HAMER, FREEMAN and PONDER were 
charged with disturbing the peace by disorderly conduct, 
and resisting arrest on 6/9/63. Stated victim JOHNSON, a 
juvenile, not formally Charged, but parents hotified and

> Miss. , stated that victims WEST, EASIER, PONDER, FREEMN and 
SIMPSON afforded hearing 6/11/63 and each fined $100 for 
disturbing peace and resisting arrest.

' peace. Doctors who examined some of victims interviewed 
and details of their observations and reported treatment 
set out.

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DETAILS ; 

i . PREDIGATION 

Investigation in this matter was predicated upon 
inf ormation furn ished to the Atlanta Division on June 10, 1963,

(SNCC)j Atlanta, Georgia) who advised that 7 field secretafies b7c 
of SNCC who were en route from somewhere in South Carolina to 
Greenwood, Mississippi, were arrested atWinona, Mississippi, 
after e ntering the white waiting room of the bus station in 
Winona. I I stated that one. these individuals, LAWRENCE 

GUYOT, was all egedly slapped by a State Trooper during the 
arrest. | [ stated he did not have complete details as to 

the reason for the arrest of the 7 individuals. Besides 
GUYOT, he identified the others as ANNELL PONDER, FANNY LOU 
HAMER, JUNE E. JOHNSON, ROSEMARY FREEMAN, EUVESTER SIMPSON, 
and JAMES WEST.

JUNE JOHNSON, ROSEMARY PREEMAN, EUVESTER SIMPSON and JAMES 
WEST, all Negroes who have been active in voter registration 
matters, were arrested on June 9, 1963, at a bus terminal at 
Winona, Missis sippi, bv l ocal authorities when they tried to 
use restrooms. b dvised the Department that these persons 

were charged with disorderly conduct aid resisting arrest . He 
also advised that LAWRENCE GUYOT was arrested later by a Mississippi 
Highway Safety Patrolman in front of the Sheriff's Office where 
GUYOT had come to see about the arrests of the other persons. 
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SA SAMUEL E. VIRDEN II telephonlcally furnished the 
following information from Jackson, Mississippi, June 11, 1963:

On June 11, 1963, Chief of Police THOMAS J.; HEROD, JR., 

Winona, Mississippi, and Sheriff EARL WAYNE PATRIDGE of Montgomery 
County, Winona, Mississippi, detailed Interviews with whom are set 
forth herinafter, were both advised at the outset of this investigation 
that investigation was being conducted in this matter. 

The following preliminary investigation was. conducted between 
June 11 and 14, 1963; 
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On June II, 1963* fHOMAS J. HEROD, JR,, Chief of 
Rollce, Vlinona, Mieslssippli. was interviewed at the City 
Hail, He was advised of the identity of the interviewing 
Agents and was advised of the nature of the investigation. 
Chief HEROD was also advised that he did not have to make 
any statement, that any statement he made could he used in 
a court of law, and he was also advised of his right to havet 
an attorney. 


fOSROD stated that on the morning of June 9, 1963, 
he received a telephone call at his home from THOMAS HODOBS, 
the Fire Chief of Winona, Mississippi, to the effect that 
there was trouble at Staley’s Cafe on Highway 51. He 
advised thatvhen the Fire Chief is on duty on Sundays, he 
takes all calls and relays pertinent calls to him. Chief 
HEROD stated he immediately got into a car and proceeded 
to Staley’s Cafe on Highway 51. He advised he obseiwed 
a Trailways Bus at the Trailways Bus Station, which adjoins 
Staley’s Cafe. He stated he entered the cafe and observed 
ten Negroes in the cafe. He stated that three Negroes were 
at one end of the cafe and he walked over and told them that 
’’colored” persons were not served in the cafe and that they 
got up and left. He advised that five ’’colored” persons, 
who later were identified as SNCC workers, were seated on 
stools at the counter, these five including four girls and 
one boy. He stated he observed two other Negro females who 
were headed toward the rest room in the cafe end that he told 
these two girls that the rest rooms were around on the other 
side of the cafe and that they went out of the cafe also. 

He stated he then walked by tie five ’fcolored” persons seated 
at the counter and told them that ’’colored" people were not 
served in the cafe and they got up and went outside. 


He stated at this time Mississippi State Highway 
Patrolman JOHN BASlNOER had arrived at the cafe and he 
had requested BASIN(3BR to assist him. He stated the Negroes 
wBpe milling around outside the cafe and around the Trailways 
Bus for a fev? minutes and that he noticed one of the 
Negro; women, later identified as ANNEDD PONDER, went around 
and got the license number off the Highway Patrol car. He 
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stated that th^e Negroes then started back toward the door 
of the cafe ahd one of them had the door about two-thirds 
open when an elderly white man who was accompar^ied by 
several other ^ifihite people tdld^the Chief, *^If you can’t 
handle the situlition concerning the Negroes, by God we can." 


Chief HEROD advised that he then took six of 
the Negroes into custody with the assistance of Patrolman 
BASINGER; and with the aid of BASINGER and Sheriff E. N. 
PATRIDGE, Sheriff, Montgomery County, whom he had previously 
called, they transported the six Negroes to the Montgomery 
County Jail. He advised that all of the Negroes went 
peacfully until after they arrived at the Jail but when 
the time came to place them in cells, they refused to 
enter, the cells and it was necessary to use force to place 
the Negroes in the cells. He advised, however, that no 
brutality vjas used in placing the Negroes in the cells 
He advised that the six persons were booked at the ^ail 
and charged with disturbing the peace and resisting arrest. 
These Individuals were JAMES WEST, FANNIE HAMER, ANNELL 
PONDER,. JUNE JOHNSON, ROSEMARY FREEMAN, and EUVESTER SIMPSON. 

He stated that the main reason that he placed 
the six Negroes under arrest and took them to the Jail 
was because he was afraid that it would result in a riot 
at Staley’s Cafe between the Negroes and the whites. 

He advised he then left the Jail and had no further 
contact with the persons until later when he stated that on 
the afternoon of Sunday, June 9* 19^3^ one IiAWRENCE GDYOT 
came to the Courthouse at Winona at approximately 3 P.m., 
and asked him. Chief HEROD, what the charges were against 
the six. Negroes and if ah^hing could be done to get them 
out of Jail. HEROD stated he told GUYOT that the Mayor 
who would hold a hearing for the Negroes was not available 
and nothing could be> done until Monday morning concerning 
getting the six out of jail. He advised that GDYOT gave him 
the phone number, GD 3-1282, Greenwood, Mississippi, where 
he could be reached if it was so desired. 

He advised at the time he was talking to GUYOT 
that they were standing on the east side of the Courthouse 
and that when the conversation was terminated, GUYOT turned 
and started toward his car which was parked at the curb 
but then GUYOT turned and cataoback toward him and started 
,to curse and threaten him, with what he would do to the 
Chief, HEROD stated that he asked GDYOT if he knew who 
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he was talking' to and GfUYOT said, ’I don* t give a 0 d 

who I amtalkirig to." He stated he then placed GHYOT 
under arrest aj^d. marched him to =che Courthouse*

He advised that he ^certained that the Montgomery 
County Jail was filled to capacity and he decided to take 
GHYOT to the Carroll County Jail, Carrollton, Mississippi, 
as it was common policy for him and the Sheriff of Carroll 
County to lend assistance in housing prisoners in jail if 
the other did not have room to house the®. He advised that 
he obtained the services of BIU« SURRBLIi, Patrolinan on the 
Winona Police Department, and they transported lAWRENCE GUyOT 
to the Carroll County Jail, Carrollton, Mississippi, in the 
Winona police car, arriving there at approximately 4 p.'m., 

June 9, 1963. He stated that once G0y(3T was lodged in the 
Carroll County Jail, he and SURBELL returned to Winona, 
Mississippi. 

He advised that on the afternoon of June 10, 

1963# he returned to -Carrollton, Mississippi, and with 

“the aid of Winona Patrolman ALTON STIDHAM he picked up 

GHYOT and returned to Winona with him and they placed 

QUYOT in the Montgomery County Jail at approximately 

6:30 p.m,, June 10, 1963. He advised that GIXfQT was booked 

for disturbing the peace, resisting arrest, and was charged 

with investigation for murder, inaspich as a letter had 

been found on GUYOT when he was searched which gave information 

concerning the killing of some unknown individual. He 

advised that G0YOT would not talk about the letter. 

Chief HEROD advised that on the morning of 

June 11, 1963, a hearing was held at the City Hall, with 

Mayor W .BILLINGSLEY of Winona, presiding. He stated all 
of the victims except LAWRENCE GHYOT were afforded a hearing 
at this time but that when it was discovered that JUNE 

JOHNSON was only I5 years of age, no charges were placed 

against her. Her parents in Greenwood, Mississippi, were 
notified that she wpuld be released to them if they vfould 
come and get her. 

Chief HEROD stated that JAMES WEST, FANNIE HAMER, 
ANNELL PO^IDER,: ROSEMARY FREEMAN and EUVESTER SIMPSON, all 
pled guilty to disturbing the peace and resisting arrest 
and that they were all fined $100.00 and an alternative 
bond of $200,00 was set. He advised that none of the prisoners 
paid their fine or made bond and, consequently, were returned 
to the Montgomery County Jail. He stated that GHY0T*s hearing 
would probably be held on the following day. 
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Chief HEROD was requested to make a copy of the 
letter found on GUYOT avallafelei however, he declined to 
furnish a copy at that time. Inasmuch as he stated 
Investigation was continuing to determine if an actual 
killing had occurred. 


A request was made of Chief HEROD to make the 
victims available for interview and he stated it would be 
all right for the interviewing Agents to interview the 
victims at the Montgomery County Jailj however, he stated 
that these interviews could be conducted only at his. 
Chief HEROD* s, convenience inasmuch as he was short-tended 
on the police force and had a great deal of work to do 
himself. 

Chief HEROD made LAWRENCE GUYOT available for 
interview at approximately 10:15 a.ra., June 11, 1963, and 
his interview was terminated at approximately 12 noon. 
Chief iOEROD did not make another victim available until 
approximately 2 p.m., June 11, I963, and this interview 
was terminated at Chief HEROD’S request at 4:30 p.m., 

June 11, 19^3* at which time he advised the other victims 
would be made available on the morning of June 12, I963.

investigation and the identity of the investigating Agents. 
QUIOT was advised that any statement he desired to make could 
be used in a court of law. 


GtnfO'T stated that mmm VASHXMQ^N, a field worker 
for the Student Mon«>Miolent Coordinating Committee who had 
returned from a work shop at Charleston, South Carolina, 
contacted him on dune 9, 1963, at Greenwood, Mississippi, 
and advised him that six membexs of the group of the Student 
HonoViolent Coordinatii^ Committee CSSCC) workers had been 
arrested by officers at the finona, Mississippi, bus station 
about 10:00 A.M. on dune 9, 1963* G0K^ stated he immediately 
drove his personally owned car to Winona, Mississippi, to 
ascertain the reason for the arrest of AMNSld* POMDBB, dAMES 
WEST, fAMNIB WV HAMEB, MOSXE FiUQBMAM, EtHTBSTEE SIMPSON and 
dONE dOBNSOM. GU¥OT stated that he does not know the year 
of his car nor does he know the license plate number on his 
car. GUTOT stated that some other persons came to Winona, 
Mississippi, with him but he did not desire to identify them. 
GUVOT stated, ”1 don’t know who they were.** 

OOTOT advised that he arrived at the Montgomery 
County Court House at about 12:45 P.M. on June 9, 1963, and 
upon arrival GHIOT contacted a city police officer who was 
sitting in a patrol car parked in front of the County Court 
House. GUYOT stated that he asked this officer the directions 
to the Jail and that this officer gave him the directions to 
the Jail. GUrrOT stated that he could not identify this officer 
other than he was in uniform and sitting in a patrol car. G0YDT 
stated that while in the Jail he received a message that he 
should proceed to the court house if he wanted to see the 
Chief of Police. GHYOT stated that he returned to the court 
house and went into the office of the Sheriff where he met the 
Chief of police and he told the Chief that he wanted to know 
about the charges and the bonds for the people that had been 
arrested at the bus station. OUIDT stated that the Chief told 
him to leave town. 
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GUYOT advised that he walked outside the court house 
for the purpose of entering his car which was parked in front 
of the court house, entering his car and while standing 

on the sidewalk, an officer wearing a uniform, blue in color, 
arrested him, GUfOT stated that it was not the Chief of Police 
who arrested him. GUfOT stated that he can possibly identify 
this officer and feels that it may have been a city police 
patrolman, QUYOT stated that he was arrested at about 1:30 
P, M,, J'une 9t 1963, GinrOT stated that he did not talk back 
to this officer but that this officer told him he was under 
arrest for disturbing the peace and resisting arrest, GUYOT 
stated that this officer took him into the court house, GUYOT 
stated that when he entered the Sheriff's Office, he vras 
asked by this officer if he was a member of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) and 
did he participate in the demonstrations at Jackson, Mississippi. 
GUYOT stated that he said, “No," to both questions. GIJYOT stated 
that when he answered these questions, two Mississippi Highway 
Patrolmen and the officer who arrested him were present, along 
with eight other white persons, including the jailer and the 
Chief of Police, 

GUYOT st ated that the two Mississippi Highway Patrolmen 
were named I l and BASINGER and that the arresting officer was

GUYOT stated that other than those identified above, 
he does not know the identities of the other individuals present 
during the beatin g inflic ted upon him, nor can he describe them. 
GUYOT stated that] land BASINGER beat him with black 
billy clubs about the head and after two or three blows on the 
head, he raised his arms to protect his head and then fell to 
the floor. The two Highway Patrolmen continued to hit him with 
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their clubs on his right side while he was lying on the floor 
and also kicked him several times, GUYOT stated that the officer 
in the blue uniform also kicked him and on one occasion ’’took 
his gun out of his holster and clicked it two tiroes, but did not 
point it at me. GOYOT stated that he lost all sense of time 
but that the beating lasted ’’one hour and thirty minutes.” QTJYCZr * 
stated that during the beating the officers found a letter in 
his pocket, GUYOT stated that the words “killed in a car" 
appear in the letter, 

GUYOT stated that on June 6, 1963# at about 9:30 P. M. , 
a Neg3x> male, who is unknown to him, came up to him while he 
was standing on the comer of I Street and Broad Street, 

Greenwood, Mississippi, and handed him this letter which he 
was to rewrite and then turn the letter over to local authorities, 
GBYOT stated that by local authorities he meant the KBI, Justice 
Department and the Greenwood Police Department, GUYOT stated 
that he was unable to read this letter as the handwriting was 
poor and he could only make out portions of this letter and 
therefore was unable to rewrite this letter, GUYOT stated, 

"I have reason to believe a member of the SNCC wrote the 
letter because I recognize the scrawling handwriting. " GUYOT 
stated that he does not desire to state who he thought wrote this 
letter, 

GUYOT advised that after the beating he was taken to 
the Carroll County Jail at Carrollton, Mississippi, by the 
Chief of Police of Winona, Mississippi, accompanied by the 
police officer who tripped the hammer of his pistol twice while 
he was being beaten in the court house, GUYOT stated that he 
was not molested during his stay in the Jail at Carrollton, 
Mississippi, GUYOT stated that on June 10, 1963# shortly after 
lunch a tall gray-haired white male, 6* 1", or 6* 2", in height, 

35 years of age, i^earlng civilian clothes, came into his cell at 
the Jail* GUYOT stated that this individual then presented a 
small gold badge and stated that he was an FBI Agent and asked 
such questions as "Who did I come to see?" "What are the reasons 
for the bruises on my back?" GUYOT stated, "I gave him some silly 
excuse that I fell out of a car,” 

GUYOT stated that this man said that "all the charges 
have been dropped and it would be best to eliminate me anyway 
because I wouldn’t have to walk far without gaining a ride." 

GUYOT stated that he told this individual that he did not know anyone 
here or which way to go. This person permitted GUYOT to make a

telephone call in the Jalle3?*a office and GUlfOT advised that 
he called GL 3-1282, the SNOC Headquarters in Greenwood, 
Mississippi, and talked I I GTJyOT stated that 

he asked to speak with "SQUEAKS: SANDTJS." GWOT stated that this 
is a code meaning that he was in trouble and needed help. OUTOT

stated that while talking L 


the charges against him had been dropped and that he was at 
the Carroll County Jail and that he was to send s omeone over 
to Pick him UP as soon as possible. GUYOT stated P 

I both SNCC workers from Greenwood, Mississippi, 
came to the Carroll County Jail. The Jailer admitted them and 
brought them to GUYOT’ s cell. GUYOT stated that they talked 
for a minute and the n they left with th e Jailer. GUYOT stated 
that he has not seen I I since and knows that 

both were placed in jail at Carrollton. GUYOT advised that 
after about an hour the Chief of Police from Winona and 
another officer arrived at the Jail. The Chief of Police 
then told GUYOT to get his belongings and he was then trans- 
ported to the Jail in Winona, Mississippi, by the Chief of 
Police and the other officer. GUYOT stated that the officer 
who came with the Chief of Police was not in the Sheriff’s 
Office when he had received the beating nor has he seen this 
officer since. 


GUYOT stated that at about 8:45 P, M., June 10, 1963, 
Mississippi Highway Patrolman BASINGER and the Chief of Police 
came to the Montgomery County Jail and took him to the 
Sheriff’s Office in the court house and attempted to force 
him to sign a statement to the effect that "I came to Winona 
on Sunday, June 9> 1963, at which time I had trouble with the 
law. I was bruised when I fell out of my car because I had 
been drinking the night before. The officers did not attack me. 

I made this statement of my own free will." 

GUYOT stated that he refused to sign this statement 
and Chen BASINGER punched him with his fist on his head and he 
became groggy, GUYOT stated that the Chief of Police was present 
when BASINGER struck him. GUYOT then asked another individual 
in the room who he thought to be an officer, a white male, 35 
to 4o years, 5' 10", not in uniform, if he could see a doctor, 
GUYOT stated that this individual did not answer him. GUYOT 
stated that he asked the Chief of Police, "If I sign this state- 
ment will the charges be dropped?" GUYOT advised that the 
Chief of Police stated that he vjould drop two charges, resisting 
arrest and investigation for murder, but would not drop the 
charge of disturbing the peace. GUYOT stated that when he talked 
to the Chief of Police about dropping the charges, there was no

other person In the room* GtHTOT stated that the white male 
whom he had asked to see a doctor returned to the room and 
kicked him on the flank on the right side and said, ’’You have 
Just earned yourself a long trip to Whitfield and Parchman. 

It will be a long time before you see the sun," GWYOT stated 
that he would be able to recognize this man if he saw him again. « 

QUYOT advised that he was then taken back to the jail 
by the Chief of Police and one of the City Patrolmen,

he was, GUYOT stated that he told | H that he did not 

care to make a statement at that time, guyot stated that the 
doctor was with him for approximately twenty minutes. GUYOT 
stated that he then got dressed and was taken outside the jail 
where he was confronted by a crowd of white people. While con- , 
fronted by this crowd, the white male of whom he had requested 
to see a doctor and who was present when he was punished by 
BASINGER in the Sheriff's Office, asked him several questions 
such as, "Where were you bom?" "What is your name?" GUYOT 
stated that he could not recall what he said, if anything. : 

GUYOT stated that he was then taken back into the jail without 
being abused and there was no disturbance amopg' the crowd in 
front of the jail. GUYOT stated that once inside the Jail, he 
was photographed by a person he believed to be the Sheriff. He 
stated that photographs were taken of the front, back and side 
views, GUYOT stated also that Mississippi Patrolman BASINGER also 
took photographs of him as did another individual who is unknown 
to him and whom he had never seen before. GUYOT stated that 
all the photographs that were taken of him were taken while 
he was fully clothed, 

GUYOT stated that he would not furnish a signed 
statement as long as he was in Montgomery County. 

GUYOT furnished the following baci^round data 
pertaining to himself:

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JAMES mBOW mST, P. 0. Box 567, Itta Bena, 
Mississippi, was advised of tite nature of tbe investigation 
and of the identity of the interviewing Agents. He was 
also advised that any statement made may he used in a court 
of law. VEST furnished the following information: 

On June 0, 1063, he was returning from Charleston, 
South Carolina, where he had attended a Student Non-fiolent 
Coordinating C<mimitte fSKCCl workshop and arrived at 
Winona, Mississippi, enroute to Oreenwood, Mississippi, on a 
Continental Trailways Bus at approximately 10:30 a.m. 

WEST advised he, AllMELt BOMBEM, and ItOSIE MABT FSPMAir dis- 
embarked from the bus and entered the restaurant’^ at the 
bus terminal. WEST advised that he, BOM^EB an^ ^BEEMAN 
immediately proceeded to the counter and sat down on the 
stools. He stated that they remained sitting at the counter 
for approximately three minutes and then two individuals, 
one wearing the uniform of a Mississippi Highway Safety patrol- 
man and the other wearing civilian clothes, carrying a night 
stick and wearing a gun, came over to where they were seated 
at the counter. The individual wearing civilian clothes 
tapped all three of them lightly on the shoulder with the 
night stick and said, ”6et out.” He stated ”Get out’* to 
BOMDEB and BBBEMAM also. WEST stated that all three of 
them arose from the stools and walked out the restatirant 
door. WEST stated that BOHDEB told this individual wearing 
civilian clothes that ”lt is against the law to put us out 
of the restaurant.” This individual wearing civilian clothes 
then stated, ”lt is no damn law.” 

WEST stated he, B0IH>EB, and BBEEMAH stood outside of 
the restaurant for several minutes* WEST stated that there 
were approximately thirty people in the restaurant when they 
entered. Be stated that be believed these people to be 
white persons. He stated that when they left the restaurant 
they did not observe any other members of the SSN^ group in 
the restaurant* 

While standing outside the restaurant, BOHDEB stated, 
"bet’s get the tag number of the BigbWay Patrol car.” A 
white male standing near the bus was observed to tell the 
Highway Patrolman that vomm was taking his license. 
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WEST stated that, the Highway Patrolman walked over to 
where they were standing and stated, "Get in the patrol 
car. You are under arrest." WEST stated that the Highway 
Patrolman did not say what they tcre being arrested for. 

WEST advised that FANNIE HAMER had ^ust dis- 
embarked from the bus and she asked PONDER if she wanted 
her to go on to Greenwood. WEST stated that PONDER stated, 
"Yes” but at this time the Highway Patrolman told another 
officer to "get her." WEST stated that HAMER was placed in 
another car and did not ride to the Winona Jail with him. 

WEST stated that he, PONDER, FREEMAN, EUVESTBR 
SIMPSON, and JUNE JOHNSON all entered the back seat of the 
Highway Patrol car. WEST stated that the Highway Patrolman 
drove the Patrol car to the Winona Jail and tbefc he was 
accompanied in the front seat by the person he believed to 
be an officer wearing civilian clothes and wearing a gun 
and carrying a night stick. He stated that both cars arrived 
at the Winona Jail at approzimately the same time. WST 
stated that they were taken into the Jail and all stood 
near a large table in front of the cell block. WEST stated 
that he took out his belongings and at this time the officer, 
whom he described as wearing civilian clothes, and the Highway 
Patrolman and another person whom he believed to be an officer 
as he had driven HAMER to the Jail, escorted the women into 
their cells. Ife stated that he was then placed in a cell and 
a short time later he was moved to another cell. 

WEST stated that the Hi^way Patrolman who had 
brou^t him to the Jail told two Negro inmates to "whip me," 
WEST stated that these two Negro inmates are described as 
follows :

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He stated that the above Negro Inmates stretched 
him out on his bunk in his cell, face down. WEST stated 
he did not know the type of instrument used in the beating. 

He stated that he was hit several times on the buttocks and 
then hit him on the back of his head and this blow knocked 
him out. WEST stated that after he came to, the Highway 
Patrolman intapviewed him in his cell. He stated that this 
officer asked him what he was doing in Charleston, South 
Carolina, and WEST stated that he bid him that he went to 
a workshop. The officer then asked him if he was a member 
of the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) and WEST advised that he stated ”No,” 

The officer then asked him what organization he belonged to 
and WEST told him that he was a member of the SNCC. WEST 
stated that the officer also asked him what he did for 
this group and WEST stated that he worked on voter registra- 
tion, WEST stated that this beating took place shortly 
after his arrival at the Winona County JaiL 

WEST advised that on June 10 , I963, at about 9 p.m., 
he was brought to the Sheriff *s Office at the Courthouse 
and the individual wearing civilian clothes who assisted the 
Patrolman in effecting the arrest at the bus station was now 
known to WEST to be the Chief of Police of Winona. He 
stated that the Chief of Police asked him if he, WEST, wanted 
to go home. WEST stated, "I do,” The Chief of Police 
escorted WEST from the Montgomery County Jail to the Sheriff *s 
Office in the Montgomery County Courthouse . WEST stated that 
the Chief of Police then had him write out a statement. 

WEST stated that the statement consisted of ”On Sunday, 

June 9, we went into a restaurant and was asked to leave. 

After we got to the door, we started back and was arrested. 

We were brought to ^ail and was not mistreated at any time 
by anyone, I sigied this of my own free will and accord.” 

WEST stated that he sighed this statement using the name 
JAMBS H. WEST. WEST staM that he also made a space on 
this statement for witnesses, WEST stated that the Chief of 
Police then escorted him back to the Montgomery County JaSU 

WEST stated that there were approximately six people 
at the Courthouse when he signed the statement. At about 11 p.m 
June 10 , 1963* the Chief of Police took him from his cell 
and at the entrance of the the Hi^way Patrolman who had 

ordered him whipped, took a photograph of him with a Polaroid 
camera. He was fully clothes when the Highway Patrolman 
took this photograph, 
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WEST stated that at approximately 9 j 30 a,m,, 

June 11, 1963, he was taken to the Mayor* s Office at the 
City Hall, Winona, Mississippi, and the Mayor read two 
affidavits to him, one stating that he was charged with 
Disturbing the Peace and the other stating that he resisted 
arrest • 

WEST stated that he has not made any request for 
legal counsel nor was he represented before the Bfeyor with 
legal counsel* The Mfeiyor stated to WEST that bond has 
been set at $200*00 and a fine imposed of $100*00, 


WEST advised that the Hl^way Patrolman was the only 
police officer present at the time he was whipped by the 
two Negro inmates. WEST stated that he does not know nor 
did he observe any other beatings of the other SNCC workers; 
however, he did hear several of the girls hollering on 
different occasions . WEST stated that he could Identify 
the Hl^way Patrolman and the Negro inmates who whipped 
him.

Sheriff SAMt WAYKP PATSIDGB, Mentgomery County Sheriff's 
Office, was contacted nt his residence, at which time he was 
advised of the nature of the inquiry being made.

He stated that prior to hearing the speech he 
may have furnished information but that he was certain he was 
not going to furnish any information after hearing this talk.

Atlanta 14, Georgia, was advised of the nature of the 
investigation and the identity of the investigating Agents. 

She was advised that any statement she desired to make could 
be used in a court of law. Biss JPOIQDSR advised as follows: 

Ifiss PQISDBit was en route from CharlestOhi South Carolina, 
to Greenwood, llissBsi|>pi, via a Continental ^railways bus when 
this bus stopped at the bus station at Winona, liississippi, on 
June 9, 1963. She stated that the bus arrived in Winona at 
about 11:15 a.m. 

She stated that upon arrival, three or four members 
of the Student Hon^Wlolent Coordinating Ccmimittee (SWCG) group 
who were passengers on the bus disembarked and went into the 
cafe at the bus station. She stated that she, JO^SON, 

and JAKES WEST entered the restaurant at the bus station and 
sat down on stools at the counter. 

She stated that when they entered the cafe there 
were about 20 white persons in the cafe, some sitting at the 
counter and scmie standing. She stated that there were two 
white waitresses working behind the counter and both of these 
individuals turned their backs and one of them threw the wasbrag 
against the back of the counter and said, '*1 can't take no more.” 

Miss POHDBB stated that the Chief of police and a 
Mississippi Highway Patfol iVBS) Officer entered the cafe ut 
that time. She stated that the Chief of Police tapped each 
of them lightly on the shoulder with a blackjack and stated 
**Get out of here.*' Hiss POMBEE advised him, **you know it's 
against the law to put us out.** ibe Chief of Police then 
stated, **Ain't no damn law.** "You get out of here." 

Miss POEDl» stated that she, JIIME JOHNSON and JAMES 
WEST went outside of the cafe door and were Joined there by 
EUVESTSR SIMPSON. She stated that SIMPSON told her that an 
officer made her use a segregated toilet and he showed her 
which one to go into. She stated that the four Of them

Joined them. Miss jPONDER stated that she desired to talk to 
the bus driver; however, did not do so. 

She stated that she walked back toward the door of 
the cafe to Idok in t® get a better look at the officers as the 
officers were still in the cafe. She stated that she observed 
the MHP Officer in the restaurant and at this time decided 
to obtain the tag number on the Highway Patrol car which was 
parked around the back of the bus station. She stated that 
while standing near the MHP car, she started to write down 
the license number and at this time the Chief of Police and 
the MHP Officer came out of the cafe and told them that they 
were all under arrests 

She stated that this included EHVESfER SIMPSON, JAMES 
NEST, JUNE JOHNSON and ROSIE MARY FREEMAl^ as well as herself. 

The Chief of Police at this time stated, ••you* re all under arrest.** 
The Chief of Police then said, **Get in this car,*' which she stated 
was the MHP car. 

She stated that FANNIE LOU HAMER came over to talk 
to her and wanted to know if she wanted her to continue on 
to Greenwood and Miss PONDER said, "Yes." She stated at 
this time the ChJtf of Police stated to another person who 
she believed to be an officer, described as white male, 

45 years of age, 5*10" tall, "Get her, too, and bring her on 
in the other car." She stated that the ChMf of Police made 
the statement at this time, "You all are just raising hell all 
over the place." 

Miss PONDER stated that the MHP Officer and the 
Chief of Police drove to the Jail in the highway patrol car 
with her, SIMPSON, WEST, JOHNSON and FREEMAN. FANNIE HAMER 
entered another car with the other individual described above. 

Both cars arrived at thS Jail at about the same time 
and upon arrival at the Jail, after entering, all individuals 
stood before a large desk in the anteroom of the Jail. She 
stated that upon arrival at the Jail, the Chief of Police, 
the MHP Officer, and another officer who was wearing a blue 
uniform were present at the Jail. 

She stated that the officer in the blue uniform asked 
her if she had enough respect to say "Yes sir" to him. Miss 
PONDER stated that she did not answer him. She stated that he 
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then asked again if she had enough respect to say ^’yes sir” 
to him and she stated to the officer, "I don* t know you this 
well.” Miss P0ia)£K stated that the above officers then 
commenced putting her and the others into cells at the ;|ail. 

She stated that the officers put her, FBEEMAKi HAMEB, 
and SXMPSOH in one cell and then she could hear the 
officers asking JUNE JOHNSON questions In the anteroom of 
the Jail. Miss PONDER stated that she did not know which 
officer was asking the questions but that one of them asked 
her the question, ”What do you think we*re supposed to do 
about that?” She stated she heard JOHNSON reply, ”you*re 
supposed to protect us and see about us.” 

She said that she heard Screams and sounds of violence. 
She stated that she did not know the details of the violence nor 
could she say what was transpiring between the officers and JHNE 
JOHNSON. She stated that the Chief of Police then came and took 
her out of her cell and she passed JOHNSON who was being placed 
in the cell which she had just left. Miss PORDER stated that 
blood was streaming from JUNE JOHNSON'S face a nd she was 
crying. 

Miss PONDER stated that she does not know which of 
the officers accompanied JUNE JOHNSON to her cell. Miss PONDER 
stated that after she was let out of the cell, she stood in the 
corner of the Jail's anteroom. She stated that she heard 
one of the individuals who was standing in the anteroom say 
something about "nigger.” She stated that this individual was 
described as a white male, 30 years of age, 5'4" tall, 160 
pounds, brown hair, crewcut, with clear eyes, either dark 
blue or black, wearing apparel unknown. 

She stated that an officer in a blue uniform then 
hit her on the forehead on the left side above the eye with 
his fist. She stated that she was wearing bracelets on her arms 
and that she put her arms up to defend her face . and the officer 
struck her again and hurt his hand. She stated that this 
officer turned away and the Chief of police offered his blackjack 
to him but the officer did not take it. 

This white male, described above as having a crewcut 
haircut, then hit her on the temple in the same spot with his fist 
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as the officer had dozie. Then the officer in uniform wanted 
her to say ”yes sir'* again. She stated that the ICHP Officer 
and the Chief of J?olice and another elderly man who was wearing 
a black cap and small in build, all kept asking her to say 
"yes sir." She stated&that the MHP Officer then hit her with 
hie blackjack on the back of the head and she fell down and 
lay face down on the floor. 

He hit her again on the thighs, hips and buttocks. 

She stated that she did not know who actually did the hitting 
while she was lying on the floor on her face. She stated 
that she then got up from the floor and the officer in the 
blue uniform wanted to know if she could say, "Tes sir" and 
she stated, "Yes sir. " She stated that she did not say "Yes sir" 
again when he asked her to. She stated that the MBP Officer 
then hit her again in the stomach With his fist and again 
on her head and she fell to the floor. She stated that the 
beating she received lasted for ahout 4-5 minutes. 

She stated that the officers then opened a cell which 
enters directly into the anteroom and took out a white prisoner 
and placed her in the same cell. She stated that she does not 
have any abrasions from this beating but does have bruises 
on her hips, back and thighs and has a cracked tooth on the 
upper left side of her mouth. 

She stated that she also has a black left eye from 
blows inflicted.

Department and as such* she placed a telephone call on Ju^ 10* 
1963* to the Justice Department in Washington. / 

She stated that she made this call from the Montgomery 
County Jail* Winona* Mississippi* and that she tried to place a 
collect call to the Justice Department. The operator advised her 
that the party on the other end of the line would not accept 
the collect call and she then gave the ojpera tor a Greenwood 
telephone number* GL 3-1282, to charge the call to. She 
stated this phone number is the phone number of the SNCC 
Headquarters* Greenwood* Mississippi. 

She stated she made the call at about lunchtime* 
and finally was connected with a secretary in Mr. MARSHALL'S 
office at the Justice Department and she advised her that 
Mr. MARSHALL was out to lunch and to call back in about an 
hour. 

She stated that she was not able to make contact 
with the Justice Department again while in iail. She state d 
that on the night of Jurne I Q, 1963. that l I 

I I came to the jail at Winona, 

Mississippi, to visit her at approximately 6:30 p.m. 

She stated at the time they visited her she was 
not aware that her trial would be held the following morning. 

She stated that on this evening* very late that night* the 
Chief Of Police and the MHP Officer came to the jail and 
woke her up to take ]3hot<^raphs. She stated this is when 
she was advised that tthe trial would be held at 9:00 a.m. * 
Tuesday* June li, 1963, 
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She stated that the following morning at about 0:00 
am., she and the other victims all talked from the jail to the 
Winona City Hall with the exception of Mrs, HAMER. She stated 
that Mrs. HAMER was furnished a ride to the City Hall from 
the jail. She stated that at this trial there was approximately 
a group of 8-10 white men present in this office of the City 
Ball. 

She stated that one of the mend^ers of this group read 
two affidavits to her. She stated that one of the affidavits was 
to the effect that she. had created a disturbance and the other 
to the effect that she had resisted arrest. This individual 
asked Miss FORDER how did she plea and she stated ”1 plead 
not guilty,” 

She stated that the Chief of Police was called to 
testify at this trial and that this was when she found out 
he was actually the Chief of Police. The Chief of police 
testified that he had been called to the bus station and 
that he had asked the victims to leave and that the victims 
had been disorderly and he then told them that they were all 
under arrest. 

The Chief of Police stated at this trial that he had 
taken her to jail and that she had resisted entering the cell. 

She stated that after the Chief of Police testified she was 
allowed to speak in her own defense, at which time she stated 
that she was not placed under arrest until she went to obtain 
be license number of the MHP car. She stated that she told 
the court that she did not resist arrest. She stated that 
the court fined her $65 on one charge and $35 on the other charge. 

She stated that after the trial was over she and the 
others were returned to Jail and upon arrival at the jail she and 
the others were advised that $200 bond had been set on each 
individual. She stated that the Oreenwood group of the SNCC 
was attempting to obtain an appeal bond. She stated that she 
was not represented by counsel bpt the City Attorney was 
present during the trial. She stated that she did not ask 
for an attorney nor has she asked for a doctor since being 
incarcerated at the Montgomery County Jail in Winona, 

Mississippi. She advised that she did not know the other 
individuals who were present at her trial. 
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She advised that she did not desire to furnish 
a signed statement at this time.

Greenwood, MississiNP^* was interviewed at tbe Kontgomery 
County Jail, Winona, Hississippi* She was advised of the 
identity of the interviewing iligents and the nature of the 
investigation. She was advised that she did not have to 
make any statement but that any statement she made could 
be used in a court of law. 

JOHNSON stated that she and a group of SNCC 
workers were returning from Charleston, South Carolina, 
to Greenwood, Mississippi, on the Trailways Bus and 
arrived at Winona, ifississippi, at approximately 9:50 a.m, , 
Sunday mornii^, June 9, 1963, where they stopped at the 
Continental Trailways Bus Station. She advised that she, 
ANNELL i<)NDKk, NOSIH MAHY m and JAMES WEST went into 
the cafe at the bus station and sat down. She stated she 
saw a highway patrolmaii and another policeman come into 
the restaurant, and they told them to get out of the cafe 
and go to the other side. She stated they all left the cafe 
and were standing around outside laughing and talking when 
ANNElJi PONDEE said, "bet*s go and get the tag number of the 
highway patrol car.*' She stated they all walked behind the 
patrol car and a white man with a little girl in his arms 
went back inside the cafe and apparently told the police 
something, for they both came out and placed all Of them 
Under arrest. She stated they were then transported to 
the jail in the highway patrolman's car* She advised the 
highway patrolman asked ANNSLL PONGEE, *'What did you come 
herefor? A demonstration?** and stated that PONDER said, 
**No,** After that they were booked and all were placed 
in a cell but JOBQfSON.' She stated the highway patrolman 
slapped her in. the face ati^ that she fell to the floor, 
stumbling over a laxge Object that was in the room. She 
stated that she looked up and saw three white men kicking 
her end that the youngest man, which she thought was a 
highway patrolman, hit her on the back of the head with 
a billy Club. /' ' ^ ' 

She advised that she got up off the floor and 
was standing by the wall rubbing her head when the highway 
patrolman said, "Nigger, take your hand down, you aren't 
worth living.*’ He further said, **you look just like a 
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cotton picking slave.” JOHNSON stated that when she got 
ready to go to her cell , someone kicked her through the 
door leading to the cells. 

She stated a few minutes later the highway 
patrolman and a policeman wearing a blue shirt came into 
the cell, and the highway patrolman said, "Nigger, are you 
hurt? And you better not tell us no lie, ” She stated that 
she had been bleeding from a cut on her lip and there was 
blood on her dress. She stated that the highway patrolman 
told her to get up and wash the dress and by the time he got 
back, there had better not be a drop of blood on the dress , 

She stated that she did wash the dress and got all the blood 
out of it. 

JOHNSON stated nothing else happened until Monday 
night when the highway patrolman came to the Jail and took 
some pictures of the prisoners including herself. She stated 
that the highway patrolman said, "Nigger, when you get back 
to Greenwood, are you going to work with CORE?" JOHNSON 
said she told the highway patrolman that she had never worked 
with CORE. She advised the highway patrolman then told her, 
JUNE JOHNSON, to write a statement as to how she was treated 
and asked her if she saw anyone being beaten. She advised 
the highway patrolman told her to write as follows: "I wasn’t 
hurt at the bus station or the Jail and I am writing this of 
my own free will and without pressure." She advised she 
wrote as directed and signed her name. 

JOHNSON stated that she went to the City Hail on 
Tuesday morning with the rest of the victims but stated that 
she was not tried when it was determined that she was only 
15 years of age . She also stated that she was not required 
to make any plea in court . JOHNSON stated she did not see 
any of the other victims being beaten.

She and nine other Wegroes around the a 3 ?eenwood 
area had been attending a workshop at Charleston* she 
and her companions &ye all active members of the student 
Non-Violent Coordinating Committee fSNCo)* 

According to her recollection* it was about 9550 
a.m., when the bus arrived at the !l?raiiways Bus Station 
at Winona* Mississippi* She and three of her friends* 

;rAHBS msf, A$mm fouc^* and tob Johnson* got off the 
bus and walked into the bus station cafe* They entered the 
cafe throu^ the front door* She and her three companions 
proceeded to the lunch counter where they each sat down* 

As she approached the counter* she noticed a Mississippi 
Highway Batrolman and a police officer standing near the 
rest room doors. 

^ ^ *• she desca^bed the airway fatroiman as being 
5 feet 7 inches tall* weighing 160 pounds* hair dark 
brown* age about 4o* 

described the police officer as 5 feet $ inches 
tall# weighing 150 poinds* and about 5C years of age* He 
was wearing a «diite shirt* black trousers* badge and gun. 

She does not know mat law enforcement Sidney he is connected 
^bmmed he was a Winona City Policeman or possibly 
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recognize either one of them should she ever see them 
again. 

They had Just sat down at the lunch counter 
when the officer wearing the white shirt walked up to 
them and touched her on the hack. The officer told her 
that the "colored" cafe was on the outside. She and 
the rest of her companions Immediately got up and returned 
to the bus via the front door of the cafe. They stood near 
the door of the bus for a few minutes discussing the 
situation, and she and her companions walked to the 
vicinity of a car which she recognized as being a 
Mississippi Highway Patrol car. It was white in color, 
the make was unknown to her, but it looked to be a 
fairly recent model car. She and her companions went 
to the back of the car to look at the license tag and 
as they started back to tie bus, the two officers whom 
she had seen in the bus station came out of the bus 
station. The officer wearing the white shirt told them 
that they were under arrest. The Highway Patrolman then 
told them to get into the back seat of the patrol car. 
ETJVES'33SR SIMPSON, a member of her group, had also gotten 
off the bus and walked over to the vicinity of the Patrol 
car. She too was arrested and ordered into the back 
seat of the automobile. When they were sitting in the 
back of the Mississippi Highway Patrol car, Mrs. FANNIE 
HAMER got off the bus and approached the Patrol car, 

Mrs, HAMER was carrying an electric iron in her hand. 

The iron belonged to ANNEIiL P0NI3ER and Mrs, HAMER asked 
what she should do with the iron and should the remainder 
of the group that was not arrested proceed on to Greenwood 
or to stay in Winona. ANNKIiL told Mrs. HAMER to go on 
to Greenwood. As the Highway Patrol car drove off, the 
Patrolman shouted out the window (indicating Mrs, HAMER) 
to "get that one too." 

The Highway Patrolman drove the car to the 
Montgomery County Jail and Mrs. HAMER arrived in another 
car at Just about the same tie. She and her companions 
were placed in a roomWiich had a desk, electric freezer, and 
a large copper pot of son® sort. ^Riere were about five or 
six white men in this room also. Among these five or six 
white men, were the two officers who had arrested them 
and brought them to the Jail and about four other white 
men. 

. 
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At this time, the door to the room whae the 
interview was being conducted was opened and EABL WAYNE 
PATKEDCEE, Sheriff, Montgomery County, stepped into the 
room and said sonebhing to the effect that he did not 
know the room was still occupied and immediately left 
the room and shut the door. Miss FREEMAN said that 
she recognized Sheriff PA^RIDGE as being one of the 
persons present in the room when she and her ccwnpanions 
were brought to the Jail. Miss FREEMAN said that she 
did not know the Jailer's name but he was also present 
when the group was brou^t to the Jail. She did not 
recall well enough to describe the other white men who 
were present at this time, other than the fact thfc one 
of them was rather tall, his height being perhaps 5 feet 
9 to 11 indes tall. 

Miss FREEMAN stated that she would recognize 
most of these men should she be able to see them again. 

There were two white prisoners looking out of 
their cell into the room which was occupied by her group. 
The officers asked the girls for their purses, which 
they took. As they were picking up the purses, the 
officers ”cussed'' at them. Then she and ANNELL PONDER 
were locked in a small cell and most of her companions 
were also placed in cells. She was sitting on a bed in 
the cell for a few minute when she heard JUNE JOHNSON 
crying. It souhded tcher like JUNE was In the big room 
that she had Just left. She could not see from her cell 
into the big room but she could hear quite well what was 
going on in the room. She could hear a noise that sounded 
like ”licks,” She heard this noise some 10 or 12 times 
and during the time she heard JUNE JOHNSON crying. The 
noise stopped and JONS J^iiNSON was brou^it into her cell. 

JUNE was bleeding from a ^sh on the back of her 
head and from a cut under her lip, JUNE'S dress was 
bloody on the collar in the back and down the front of^ 
her dress. When they brought JUNE in, they took ANNEUT 
out. JUl® at this time told her that she had better 
start praying because she would get hers too, ANNELL 
disappeared from sight, going into the big room. She 
could hear ANNELL holler and the noise like "licks" being 
struck, going on for about I5 minutes off and on. She 
could hear the white man in the big room telling ANNELL 
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to say "Yes sir" and when ANNELL wold not answer them, 
she cold hear the sound of a lick being struck. 

Then the Mississippi Midway Patrolman came 
into the cell. A couple of officers whom she did not 
recognize were in the doorway behind him. The Highway 
Patrolman started questioning her. He asked her why 
did she go to South Carolina. He asked her if she went 
there to demonstrate. He asked her if she did not know 
better than to go into a cafe for whites. Miss HREEMAN 
at this time pointed out that she customarily wears a 
scarf on her head and the scarf wraps around her neck 
as well. She was wearing such a scarf when the Patrolman was 
questtoning her. The Highway Patrolman grabbed hold of the 
scarf where it wrapped around her neck and pulled it, asking 
her again why she went to South Carolina, He then gave 
her a shove which pushed her into the corner of the cell • 

He told her not to lie to him. He said, "Nigger, do you 
know what you need?" She said, "No, air," He said, ’’You 
need your damn ass beat," He then released her and 
walked out of the cell. 

The officers went to the nert cell where they 
talked to Mrs. HUBR. After talking to Mrs, HAmER for a 
couple of minutes, they took her out into the big room 
where she could hear the noise that sounded like "licks" 
that continued for about ten minutes during which time 
she heard Mrs. HAMER holler, "Oh, God, Lord hve mercy," 
and then they took Mrs, HAMER, back to her cell. She 
saw the officers take EUVESTER out of her cell but EUVISTER 
was brought back in a very few minutes and while EUVESTER 
was gone, she did not hear any screams or crys and did 
not {Wiy noises like "licks" being struck. 

MlssH^EEMAN stated that she was not whipped nor 
in any way physically abused during the time that she 
has been in the Winona County Jail. She stated that she 
could not see the other people in her group being abised. 

She could only hear noises which Indicated to her that 
these companions of hers were being beaten and she could 
observe the condition of some of her companions as they 
returned from the big room and this led her also to 
believe these people had been beaten. She further 
stated that she does not know who was actually responsible 
for the beatings which took place. She does not know if 
any other people in addition to her group were beaten or 
in any way abused while she was confined at the Winona Jail. 
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Miss FREEMAN declined to furdsh a signed statement 
2?egarding this matter but indicated that she might possibly 
consider fuiTnishing a signed statement upon her release 
from Jail.

She advisea xnax sne ana approximately ten other individuals 
had recently been to Charleston, South Carolina, to attend 
a meeting of Student Hon-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 
workers. She advised that she and the other workers were 
returning to Greenwood , Mississippi, via Trailways hus on 
June 9, 1963, and arrived in Winona, Mississippi, at 
approxi^tely 10:00 ^*M. Opon their arrival the bus driver* 
whose identity she did not know, advised all of the passengers 
that they would have a fifteen minute break at Winona, 
Mississippi a SIltPSOH said she And WOWi got off the bus 
to go to the ladies room* 7he bus at that time was parked 
directly in front of the Trailways Bus Station, Winona. 
Mississippi. She and ROTS mtS walked into the cafe located 
in the Same building as the bus station and started to the 
ladies room. She advised that they saw a police officer in 
sniform standing near the ladies room and she advised that 

* patrolman for the police department 
at Winona, Mississippi. She described this man as being 
TOite, 30 to 36 years old, 5 feet 8 to ten inches, 170 poimds, 
dark brown hair, color of eyes unknown, and was dressed in .. 
"greyish blue trousers and grey shirt.” 

SIMRSCRf reiterated that this police officer was 
standing in front of the door to the ladies room and he said 
"Keep straight on through.” SIMRSOH said she asked him why 
and he replied that the colored cafe was Just around the 
corner. SIMPSON said she and BOTH DAYS continued walking 
and walked out the rear door of the cafe and the police officer 

Me was talking about was located. 
SIMPSON taid she and lliYS went into a cafe which she determined 
to be the Negro cafe and told the waitress who was a Negro, 
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name unknown, that they wanted to use the wash room, SIEUP^SON 
hald this Individual directed them to a ladies room located in 
the waiting room of the Trailways Bus Station. She said she 
and RUTH DAYS walked down to the waiting room of the Trailways 
Bus Station and went into the ladies room in that area. SIMPSON 
advised that she and DAYS then, walked through the waiting room, 
out the front of the bus station and got back On the bus. 

After she was on the bus she saw ANNELL PONDER, JUNE JOHNSON, 
JAMES WEST and ROSEMARY FREEMAN, all SNCC workers who had 
traveled from Charleston, South Carolina, to Winona, Mississippi, 
with her standing Just outside of the bus. She said she got 
off the bus alone and walked over to where they were standing. 

She said she asked them what they were waiting for, ANNELL 
PONDER told her that they had been in the cafe sittii^ down 
and a police officer asked them to leave the cafe. According 
to SIMMON, PONDER further advised her that they merely got 
up and left the cafe upon the police officer's request, 

ANNELL PONDER further stated that she was waiting 
for the bus driver to come out of the cafe. She did not 
relate why she was waiting for the bus driver, SIMPSON said 
about this time ANNELL PONDER walked over to behind a patrol 
car which was parked near the bus station, SIMPSON said 
she does not know why PONDER walked over behind the patrol 
car. According to SIMPSCKN, this patrol car was black in 
color, fairly new, but she could not give the make of the 
automobile. She said there was some type of emblem on it, 
probably denoting to which police officer it belonged, but 
she said she did not taJfae time to read the printing on the 
emblem. She was under the impression that it was a patrol 
car from the Winona Police Department. 

SIMPSON said about this time she had seen w White 
man, name and identity unknown, walk into the cafe at the bus 
station and she said she watched this individual and saw him 
go over and talk to the police officer whom she had previously 
seen inside the cafe. She could not hear what this man said 
to the;>pollce officer. She advised a few seconds later the 
same police officer came out and told her as well as ANNELL 
PONDER, JUNE JOHNSON, JAMES WEST and ROSEMARY FREEMAN that 
they under arrest, but gave no reason for the arrest. 

According to SlMPSONj none of the individuals arrested made 
any statements or at least she could not recall any statements 
made by any person. The officer told them to get into the 
Squad car and SIMPSON said the five arrested got into the squad 
car voluntarily. All got in the back seat. 
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SIMPSON related that PMNXl K4MER was on the bus 
at the time and evidently saw them getting Into the squad 
car. SIMPSON said HAM£R got off of the bus and came over 
and asked jAMNEU. PONDER If she, PONDER, wanted her and the 
rest of the group to stay In Winona or to go on to Greenwood, 
Mississippi. PONDER advised her that they should go on. 

SIMPSON said at that time the five individuals that were arrested 
were in the squad car and the patrolman that arrested them 
was also in the squad car. She advised that there was another 
man in the front seat with the patrolman. She advised that 
about this time the patrolman called to another White man 
whom she can describe and cannot identify and told him to"Get 
her and bring her on down.'* SIMDSON said that the patrolman 
was referring to HAMER. She advised that the individual whom 
the patrolman was talking to was possibly in uniform, but she 
said she cannot recall definitsly whether he was or whether 
he was not. SIMPSON reiterated that she does not know the 
identity of the other officer who was in the car, cannot 
describe him and advised she would not recognize him if she 
saw him again. She said these two officers took her and the 
other four persons in the car to the Montgomery County Jail. 

She said HAMER arrived with the other officer shortly after 
they got to the jail. 

They were taken to a small room in the front of the 
jail and SIMPSON said there were four or five White men present 
at the time. She said the patrolman which originally arrested 
her and who was in uniform was there, but advised she does 
not recall seeing any other person in uniform. According to 
SIMPSON these men called them "Niggers and were swearing and 
cursing." 

EUVESTBR SIMPSON related that other than the 
patrolman which arrested her the only other man at the jail 
at the time of their arrival whom she knows the identity, of 
is the jailer of the Montgomery County Jail. She said she 
does not know this man by name, but knows that he is the 
jailer. She said the only other man whom she can describe 
is a man approximately 45 to 50 years old. White, 5 feet 6' 
inches tall, has gray hair, weighs 150 to 160 pounds, medium 
build, and was wearing a light shirt and dark trousers. 

SIMPSON said she believes that this individual had on a brown 
straw hat and was wearing a gun. She said she could identify 
him should she see him again. She advised that she could 
not describe any other person present at the time and would 
not be able to identify any other person. 
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EUVESTSB SI1I9S0N cQSitinuedl by relating that the 
patrolman started putting all of the individuals arrested 
in various cells at the Hontgomery County Jail with the 
exception of JUNE JOHNSON. She related she and SNNELh PONDER 
were put in a cell together ^ but the door to the cell was not 
locked at the time. She advised shortly thereafter FANNIE 
HiMER came into the same cell with them^ One of the officers, 
identity unknown) came over to the cell and told them that 
one would have to get in another cell. SIHPSON said hNNELIi 
PONDER then walked into the next cell. Shortly thereafter the 
door to the cell was locked , SlKPSON said she then heard someone 
**yell out’* and she believed it was JUNE JOHNSON. She advised 
she could not see JUNE JOHNSON at the time, but believes one 
of the officers was questioning JUNE) but she said she could 
not hear what they were saying, SIMj^SON said she heard five 
or six different noises which she believed to be ’’licks or 
blows” and she said She believed that the officers were beating 
JOHNSON at the time. She said she could hear an individual 
whom she believed to be JOHNSON call out but she could not 
recall what this individual was saying. She advised shortly 
thereafter JUNE JOHNSON was brought to the cell next to the 
cell she was iO) but advised she did not get to talk to her. 

She said she observed JUNE JOHNSON as she passed by her cell 
and JOHNSON was put in the cell with ROCEMARY FREEMAN. SIMPSON 
said the officers asked FREEMAN at this time where she had 
been and FREEMAN said to South Carolina, SIMPSON did not know 
the identity of the officers ashing the questions. She recalls 
that the officer asked FREEMAN if she had gone to South Carolina 
to demonstrate and FREEMAN replied no, FIREMAN advised the 
officer that they had been to a ’’workshop.” 

According to SIMPSON) the officers whom she still 
could not identify then took ANNELL PONDER out of one of the 
cells. SIMPSON said she could hear the officers trying to 
get ponder to say yes sir and she would not say it. She said 

she believes that some of the officers hit PONDER during this 

time. She arrived at this conclusion by stating that she heard 
some noises which she believed were blows and as the blows were 
struck she heard ANNSLE PONDER call out. She recalls PONDER 
saying ”God) forgive them” and she also recalls PONDER saying 
’’Please let me go and stop beating me.” SIMPSON said she saw 
the officers bring IK)NDER back to the cell and PONDER'S mouth 
was bleeding at the time) her hair was on the top of her head, 

and her dress was torn about the waist and on one of the sleeves. 
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i&ccording to SlMPSOKi PONDEK was moaning at the tlmC) but 
she did not say anything to SllCPSON* 

SZUPSOH continued by relating that the patrolman 
which originally arrested her and two other officers then 
came to the cell she was in. Ehe advised that she cannot 
identify or describe the two officers with the patrolman 
at this time. She said she could possibly recognize one of 
them if she saw him again, but said she cannot describe him. 
SlBCPSON said these officers started asking her and H41IEB 
where they lived and some other questions which she could 
not recall. She recalled them asking if they had been to 
South Carolina and she and HAUER replied that they had been 
there. The patrolman asked BilGSR if she were a member of 
the NIUCP. HAUER replied no. SlUPSOK said the officers left 
the cell, but returned in approximately four or five minutes 
and took HAUER from the cell. She said shortly thereafter 
she heard someone call out and believed that it was HAMER* 

She related that she could not see HAUER at the time, but 
heard noises to indicate that the officers were beating her. 
She said HAUER was returned to her cell In approximately 
five minutes. SIMPSON said after the officers had left 
HAMER showed her her hands and her buttocks. According to 
SIMPS0N> there were several welts on HAUER ^s buttocks and 
her hands were swollen and blud. SIMPSON said that HAMER 
made no other remarks about what had happened to her. 

SIUPSON continued by advising that after a short 
period of time some of the officers came to the cell where 
she was. One officer, whom she says she cannot describe, 
told her to come out of the cell. She advised that she was 
taken to another cell in the Montgomery County Jail and as 
She walked in saw two Negro men. SIMPSOR said she then made 
the statement ”So I see they got you doibg the dirty work. ” 
She said she then asked the two Negro men what she was 
supposed to do. They advised her to lie down on the bunk 
which was in the cell* SIMPSON said she believes that these 
two Negro men were inmates of the Montgomery County Jail* 

She said she did not know either of them by name and could 
only describe one of them. She said he was approximately 
21 to 22 years old, five feet eight inches tall, 160 pounds, 
dark brown skin* She said she could not recall any further 
description of this individual, but believes that she could 
identify him. She related she could not describe or identify 
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the other Negro present at the time. SIMPSON continued by 
advising that she asked the men if she should lie down on 
her stomach or her back. One replied either way. According 
to SIMPSON) the White man who originally got her out of the 
cell was standing near the door to the cell she was in at that 
time. About this time this White man told her to come on out 
of the cell. She said she got up off the bunk and walked out. 
SIMPSON said she believes that the Negro man whom she has 
previously described) had a strap in his hand) but she says 
she did not pay any attention to it and cannot furnish any 
descr|>ption of that strap. She stated that she was not hit 
and they took her back to the cell which she had originally 
come from. SIMPSON reiterated that no one struck her or 
mistreated her prior to the time she was interviewed. She 
further advised that she did not personally witness any officer 
mistreating or striking any of the other persons arrested) but 
she said she heard noises which indicated that officers whipped 
FANNIE HAMER) ANNELL PONDER) JUNE JCHINSON and JAMES WEST. 
SIMPSON advised that she has no information to indicate that 
LAWRENCE GUYOT was beaten by the officers. 

EHVESTER SIMPSON related that all of the above 
information is true and correct to the best of her knowledge 
and stated she would testify to it at any time in the future.

GOfOT, a male Hegro, approximately 23 years of age, who was 
incarcerated at the Montgomery County Jail. I I advised

9:45 p.m. At the Outset of his examination, he noted that 
GUYOT was asleep and was sleeping on his left side.

GHfOT was asked of other con^laints he might have 
and he said that he had a pain in his neck. At that time, 

I l had GHfOT take off his shirt. He noted that 

there was a large bruise on the posture right chest, there 
were no lacera tions whatsoever on his back. GUfOT was asked 
I I how he got the bruise a nd GHYC^ said that he 

had rather not tell him. I I stated that from the 

condition of th e bruise he w ould estimate that it was more 
than a day old. I I explained that GlTtOT was able to 
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talk, walk, and see and he sew nothing more physically wrong 
with him. He prescribed three tablets of methadon giving 
GUTOT one tablet at that time and leavii^ two tablets with 
the Montgomery County Jailer to be administered every four 
hours if needed for pain.
